Approve Bill to 


The Senate gave final ap- 
proval March 23 to a compro- 
mise bill providing a 34.6 per- 
cent raise in educational allow- 
ances under the GI. bill. It also 
established new programs for ed- 
ucationally disadvantaged veter- 
ans. The bill, designed to help 
veterans meet rising college 
costs, will provide the following 
monthly allowances to GI stu- 
dents. 

Full time student with no de- 
pendents, $175 (old program 
$130); one dependents, $205 (old 
program, $155); two dependents, 
$230 (old, $175); additional de- 
pendent, $13 (old (10). 

Three-quarter time student, no 
dependents, $128 (old, 95); one 


dependent, $152 (old,: 115); two}~ 
dependents, $177 (old, 135); ad- 


ditional dependent, each $10 


Up Gi Benefits 


(old $7). 

Half-time student with no de- 
pendents, 81 (old, $60); one de- 
pendent, $100 (old $75); two 
dependents, $114 (old $85); each 
additional dependent, $7 (old, 
$5). 

All raises are retroactive to 
February 1; 1970. It is hoped 
that participation will be greatly 
encouraged and expanded by 
the new rate schedules.
